Laboratory and clinical tests over a period of years have 
demonstrated that color influences and affects people. Some 
colors stimulate and inspire, others soothe and relax, still 
others depress, fatigue, and irritate. 

Red, for example, is generally associated with excitement 



and danger; used with discrimination its effect can be ener- 
gizing. Yellow, being bright and cheerful, suggests warmth 
and sunlight. Orange, made from both of these basic colors, 
has attributes of both. 

Blue is a cool color that is calming and soothing in its 
effect when used properly. Green, made from yellow and blue, 
has characteristics of both colors; because of its association 
with Nature, it has almost universal appeal. Violet has the 
formality and richness of red and blue from which it is derived. 

In their system of Color Dynamics, Pittsburgh color con- 
sultants and technicians have made use of this influence of 
color upon people. By following its principles in your home 
decoration you select color arrangements that not only beautify 
your home but also promote the comfort, well-being, and 
safety of your family. 

In arranging a color plan according to Color Dynamics, the 
rooms should be studied carefully. Those with northern or 
eastern exposure should have warm, sunny colors. Rooms fac- 
ing south or west call for cool colors to temper the sunlight. 

The purposes for which the rooms are used also have a def- 
inite bearing on color selection. Rooms intended for comfort 
and relaxation should have colors that are cheerful and in- 
viting. Rooms intended for rest and repose should have tran- 
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(|uil hues. Rooms that will be used for active and energetic 
pursuits should have colors that stimulate and inspire. Rooms 
intended for concentrated effort should be given colors that en- 
courage calm and orderly thought or precise and accurate work. 

With Color Dynamics, the good features of a room, a house, 
or a building can be emphasized, or features that are less at- 
tractive can be made less apparent. Small rooms can be giv^^n 
the illusion of greater spaciousness. Large rooms can be made 
more intimate and friendly. You can make high ceilings seem 
lower and low ceilings look higher. 

Shown above are some of the corrective measures of unusual 
structural details which you can achieve with Color Dynamics. 

(1) B}^ painting ceiling, window wall, sloping area, and 
end walls alike and the right wall in a contrasting value you 
make the sloping section less apparent. 

(2) An alternate solution of the same problem is to paint 
ceiling, window wall, and sloping area in one color and the 
remaining walls m a second color. 

(3) By giving the room a canopy effect you can make an 
asset of sloping sections on two walls. In this case ceiling and 
sloping areas are painted a dark color and the remaining walls 
a lighter color for contrast. 



(4) This room is identical to room No. 3, except that its 
visual length has been shortened by painting the end wall in 
the same color as the ceiling. 

(5) Still another treatment for a room with two sloping 
areas is to reverse the color plan, using light colors on slopes 
and ceiling and dark colors on all walls. 

(6) You can achieve unity in the color decorations of ad- 
joining rooms by reversing the wall and ceiling colors. 

(7) The dark ceiling color lowers the apparent height of 
this room. And the dark end wall visually reduces the apparent 
depth as dark colors advance and light colors recede. 

(8) The effect of a dark ceiling is emphasized by using 
light, contrasting colors on all walls. 

(9) The recessed dormers in this room are made a striking 
feature by painting them in the same color as the opposite wall. 

( 10) Dormers can be virtually eliminated by painting them 
in the same value as the adjoining walls. Attention is further 
diverted by using a contrasting color on the wall opposite the 
dormers.
